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Football legend urges fans to dedicate trees to WWI heroes

AN England footballing legend is 
teaming up with historians and 
woodland charities to help honour 
men who died in the First World 
War by dedicating team groves in 
a commemorative forest. 

Sir Trevor Brooking, who made 
more than 600 appearances for 
West Ham United, is spearheading 
the For Club and Country project, 
which appeals to supporters of 
every Football League club to ded¬ 
icate trees in Langley Vale Wood 
near Epsom Downs. 

Donors will leave a physical 
mark in the 640-acre woods, but 
also a digital one, with every con¬ 
tribution being archived in a digi¬ 
tal ‘roll of honour’. 

Almost every team in the league 
today sent players to the front be¬ 
tween 1914 and 1918 and many nev¬ 
er returned. 

Sir Trevor said: “Every football 
fan needs to get involved and make 
sure their club is remembered in 
the football groves at Langley Vale 
Wood. 

“If you love football as much as I 
do, please get your team represent¬ 
ed and see your own name listed 
on the supporters’ roll of honour.” 

One player being remembered 
is Bradford Park Avenue’s Donald 
Bell, who was the first profession¬ 
al English footballer to enlist into 
the British Army. He was award¬ 
ed the Victoria Cross for his ac¬ 
tions on July 5, 1916 at Horseshoe 
Trench, Somme, France. He was 
killed in action on July 10, 1916 
aged just 25 years old. 

Dr Kevin Moore, Director of 
the National Football Museum 
added: “We feel passionately that 
football’s involvement in the First 
World War is remembered by to¬ 
day’s generation.” 

The forest at Langley Vale is one 
of four Woodland Trust centenary 
woods across the UK. The other 
three are at Dreghorn in Scot¬ 
land, just outside Londonderry in

Northern Ireland and next to Ffos 
Las racecourse in Wales. 

The centenary wood project at 
Langley Vale started in 2014, and 
the site was officially opened by 
Princess Anne in June 2015. 

In May of this year more than 
6,000 saplings were planted in 
Langley Vale as a “living tribute” 
to the British lives lost at the Bat¬ 
tle of Jutland in 1916 - the largest 


sea battle in World War I. 

Last month Bath-based Mark 
Wray Architects won a competi¬ 
tion to design a new visitor hub 
at Langley Vale woods. The Wood¬ 
land Trist are hopeful that work on 
the project could start next year. 

Meanwhile, as the nation marks 
100 years since 19,240 British sol¬ 
diers lost their lives on the first 
day of the Battle of the Somme on 


July 1, 1916, the Woodland Trust 
is appealing for donations to help 
them plant an additional 200,000 
trees.

New canopy structure, seating and mural among proposals to renovate ‘blank canvas’ area 

Makeover is planned for heart of 
town despite concerns over tree

A ‘blank canvas’ in Epsom town cen¬ 
tre could receive a makeover with 
a new canopy structure, seating, 
newly planted trees and a mural, if 
approved by the council’s planning 
committee. 

Plans to renovate Derby Square 
in Epsom High Street and to rename 
the area ‘Epsom Square’ were lodged 
with Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council in March, and a decision on 
the application is set to be made later 
this month. 

The borough’s town centre manag¬ 
er believes with the right investment, 
Derby Square - the area outside the 
Ebbisham Centre - would make Ep¬ 
som more attractive. 

But a group dedicated to planting 
and preserving trees in the borough 
oppose the application and argue the 
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felling of one of the trees in Derby 
Square is ‘totally unnecessary’. 

There are currently four trees on 
the walk leading up to the Ebbisham 
Centre from the High Street. If the 
application is approved in its current 
form, the tree nearest the High Street 
would be felled to make way for a 
sign advertising the newly rebrand¬ 
ed ‘Epsom Square’. 

Alanna Coombes, town centre 
manager at Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council, said: “This is the first 
big chunk of private sector invest¬ 
ment that’s been proposed for Epsom 
town centre for a while. 

“Derby Square is, in some ways, a 
blank canvas in the centre of town. 

“It is one of a number of sites that, 
with some investment, could make 
the heart of Epsom more attractive 
for shoppers, visitors and people who 
want a fun day out.” 

Mike Ford has been chairman of 
the Epsom and Ewell Tree Advisory 
Board for 22 years. 

In the last plant¬ 
ing season the group 
planted trees at Wal¬ 
lace Fields Primary 
School and St Martins 
School, in Nonsuch 
Park and replaced 
cherry trees in Ful- 
ford Road, West Ewell. 

Mr Ford said: “We 
can’t allow a good 
healthy tree to be 
felled for a sign, espe¬ 
cially when the sign 
could be redesigned so 
that it might miss the

tree. I commend the new owners for 
trying to get more people in there, 
but felling the tree is totally un¬ 
necessary and hasn’t been thought 
through. Keeping trees there would 
be good for pollution, good for our 
wildlife and it makes you feel better. 
I think it will encourage people to 
visit Epsom.

A TEAM of A-level students 
have designed and made a re¬ 
mote control boat they think 
can be the first to traverse the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Epsom College students 
have received Royal Navy 
backing in their bid to take 
on the Microtransat Chal¬ 
lenge. Launched in 2005, the 
event aims to stimulate the 
development of fully auton¬ 
omous model sailing boats 
capable of crossing the At¬ 
lantic as part of a student-led 
STEM (Science, Technology, 
Engineering and Mathemat¬ 
ics) project. 

A number of universi¬ 
ty-led teams have tried and 
failed but the Epsom College 
crew is confident that they 
have created a boat, named 
That’ll Do, with the potential 
to accomplish what nobody 
has been able to do before. 

To date, all of the 12 Micro¬ 
transat attempts have been 
unsuccessful including one 
by the United States Naval 


Academy team whose 1.2m 
boat, Aboat Time, managed 
408km in five days 11 hours 
before being caught in a fish¬ 
ing net. 

An HMS Pursuer, an Arch¬ 
er-class P2000 patrol and 
training vessel will take the 
team to a launch point off the 
south-west coast of England 
to launch That’ll Do. 

The challenge has involved 
up to 20 Epsom College stu¬ 
dents in different capacities 
but the main core and driv¬ 
ing force behind the project 


was Charlie Steward, Tim 
Lazarus, Jamie Gleave, Aid¬ 
en Findlay and Tom Egan 
who are all Year 12 and 13 
students. 

Leading the team is Jamie 
Styles, Epsom College’s 
head of chemistry, but the 
challenge has also brought 
together staff from depart¬ 
ments including Mathemat¬ 
ics, Geography, Physics and 
Computing. 

The task has been under¬ 
taken alongside their aca¬ 
demic work, and they have 


been working on the design 
since September 2015. In 
May the team successfully 
launched a high altitude bal¬ 
loon to 35,000 metres in or¬ 
der to test some of the boat’s 
components. 

To track its progress stu¬ 
dents and staff will use a GPS 
module which calculates the 
boat’s position alongside soft¬ 
ware the students have coded 
themselves. 

The boat has the ability to 
transmit its location every 
hour, from anywhere in the 
world, and the USB datalog¬ 
ger records its position every 
30 minutes. 

Mr Styles said: “Having 
the Royal Navy support us 
in this school engineering 
project will make a real dif¬ 
ference. One of the hardest 
challenges is getting the boat 
away from the shore and hav¬ 
ing a lift to the start line will 
undoubtedly increase our 
chances of success.” 

If successful, the boat 
should arrive in Antigua 
in six months. Follow the

29 fired over data breaches

NEARLY 30 Surrey Police 
officers and staff have been 
sacked over data protection 
breaches that included shar¬ 
ing residents’ personal de¬ 
tails and leaving operational 
information at someone’s 
house. 

Nineteen officers and 10 
civilian staff were sacked 
between June 2011 and De¬ 
cember 2015, in which period 
the force recorded 202 data 


breaches - the second-high¬ 
est in the country behind 
West Midlands Police, on 488. 

Nine staff members re¬ 
signed over the breaches and 
51 warnings were dished out, 
while managers were forced 
to act on 86 occasions. 

Breaches included access¬ 
ing personal details without 
a policing purpose, a Free¬ 
dom of Information request 
by campaign group Big 
Brother Watch has revealed. 

A Surrey Police spokes¬ 
woman attributed the high 
number of breaches to a sys¬ 
tem whereby officers would 
proactively trawl for “histor¬ 


ic computer misuse cases”, 
and to the force’s policy of 
reporting cases individually 
as opposed to grouping them 
together. 

Big Brother Watch ques¬ 
tioned every one of the UK’s 
43 police forces, asking for 
the number of times police 
officers and staff had been 
convicted, dismissed or disci¬ 
plined for a data breach. 

Some 95 per cent of forces 
responded, revealing 2,315 
breaches nationwide. 

Over four and a half years, 
this averaged out to 10 data 
breaches a week. 

The group recommended 


introducing custodial sen¬ 
tences and criminal records 
for serious breaches, and 
making mandatory the re¬ 
porting of breaches concern¬ 
ing a member of the public. 

Renate Samson, chief exec¬ 
utive of Big Brother Watch, 
said: “The job of the police is 
to protect us and in a digital 
society that also means pro¬ 
tecting our data. 

“We need to be able to trust 
those in authority with our 
personal information; unfor¬ 
tunately that trust is being 
regularly undermined.”

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Crispin Blunt believes choosing to expand Gatwick over Heathrow would be “laughable” 


MR blasts airport delay 


CRISPIN Blunt has slammed 
the latest delay of the airport 
expansion decision, calling it 
“irresponsible and unneces¬ 
sary”. 

The decision came in the 
wake of the EU referendum 
result and resignation of Da¬ 
vid Cameron as prime minis¬ 
ter. 

Mr Blunt, MP for Reigate, 
said: “The irony was that 
the delay was due to envi¬ 
ronmental issues with EU 
regulations, so there’s no le¬ 
gal threat anymore... It’s our 
decision now.” 

A supporter of Heathrow 
as the airport best suited for 


expansion, Mr Blunt said he 
would be astonished if the 
new prime minister chose 
Gatwick, especially consider¬ 
ing the airport’s connection 
to central London by what he 
called a “failing rail service”. 

Mr Blunt said: “It would 
be inconceivable if anyone 
chose Gatwick when South¬ 
ern rail has given a magis¬ 
terial demonstration of that 
line to disruption. As no 
new line has been proposed, 
they would be laughed out 
of court. It’s perfectly clear 
Heathrow is the only option. 
No purpose is being served 
by not now saying so.”

CHRIS Grayling has rebuffed 
suggestions his support for 
Theresa May’s Conservative 
party leadership bid consti¬ 
tutes an about-face on his 
opposition to Britain’s Euro¬ 
pean Union membership. 

Last week the Epsom and 
Ewell MP proposed the can¬ 
didature of Mrs May, who 
backed a Remain vote. 


Mr Grayling refused to 
elaborate on why he did not 
choose to support Michael 
Gove, alongside whom he 
campaigned in the referen¬ 
dum. 

But he said ‘Leave’ and ‘Re¬ 
main’ labels are of no signif¬ 
icance now the campaign is 
over. 

He said: “People know how 
committed I am to the deci¬ 
sion to leave the European 
Union and therefore people 
should judge me by my ac¬ 
tions and I have confidence 


Theresa will take us out. 

“The decision I’ve taken 
is not one that means I’ve 
changed my mind - I have 
confidence Theresa will take 
us out of the EU.” 

Mr Grayling said Mrs 
May’s record as home sec¬ 
retary meant she was best- 
placed to lead Brexit negoti¬ 
ations. 

He said: “I believe Theresa 
is that person; she’s got very 
good experience of dealing 
with complicated interna¬ 
tional negotiations. 


“For example, the treaty 
that removed Abu Qatada 
from the country. I know her 
very well - given a task she 
sticks to it. The country has 
taken a momentous decision 
and I’m pleased they have. 

“It needs to go through a 
sensibly-managed process 
that takes us to the right 
place. That leaves us in the 
best position for the future. 
If David Cameron was not to 
stay then I wanted to make 
sure we got the best person 
and my judgement is that 


Theresa is the most able.” 

Mr Grayling refused to ac¬ 
knowledge what many are 
describing as a backtrack by 
Vote Leave over the claim 
that the UK government 
could spend an extra £350 
million a week on the NHS if 
it left the EU. 

He said: “The statistic 
was always used in a way 
which was factually correct. 
The campaign made recom¬ 
mendations to the govern¬ 
ment, I’m not aware of any 
backtrack.” 


YELLOW VICTORY: The Liberal 
Democrats have taken a seat in 
the Leatherhead North District 
Council Ward byelection with 
the victory of Joe Crome. The 
election, held following the 
resignation of Conservative 
councillor Santiago Mondejar, 
who left office for unknown 
personal reasons, saw a 30.1 
percent turnout. Crome won 862 
votes of the 1,522 cast, a 56 
per cent margin. Conservative 
candidate Tracy Lorraine Keeley 
came in second, with 340 votes, 
and Ukip candidate Simon 
Chambers in third with 157. After 
Thursday’s election, the Liberal 
Democrats now hold 13 seats in 
Mole Valley District Council and 
the Conservatives 22. Six seats 
are held by independents. 

CHARITY TROUBLE: Wild¬ 
life Aid Foundation is facing 
a £15,000 shortfall after its 
annual open day had to be 
cancelled due to the rain. The 
open day, which was due to 
be held on June 19, has raised 
up to £25,000 in the past and 
normally attracts new helpers.

Events are held to mark 100th anniversary of battle in 1916 

Candles lit in memory 
of fallen Somme men

CANDLES were lit for each of 
the 10 Epsom and Ewell men 
killed during the Battle of the 
Somme as part of an evening of 
solemn reflection held to mark 
the 100th anniversary of the out¬ 
break of the conflict. 

Footage of the infamous bat¬ 
tle in which more than a million 
men were killed was shown at 
Bourne Hall, Ewell last Thurs¬ 
day as part of the evening. 

Epsom residents watched in 
silence as young men nervously 
climbed out of trenches and ran 
into No Man’s Land - many of 
them never to return. 

Later that evening, at sunset, 
10 candles were lit for the 10 lo¬ 
cal men who were among more 
than 45,000 who died on the first 
day of the Battle of the Somme 
on June 1,1916. 

Epsom Male Voice Choir also 
sang songs popularised during 
the First World War and the Last 
Post, a refrain played at military 
funerals and ceremonies, was 
played by a bugler.

In a ceremony at the Epsom 
war memorial in Ashley Road 
cemetery about 70 people, in¬ 
cluding Epsom and Ewell MP 
Chris Grayling, gathered at 7am 
on Friday, July 1. 

Lark Ascending was played on 
a 1915 violin and Battle of the 
Somme played on an accordion 
by one of the Ewell St Mary Mor¬ 
ris men. 


At 7.30am the same whistles 
which were blown at 7.30am on 
July 11916, to signal the attack, 
were blown again. 

Flags were also flown at half 
mast by the council at the Mar¬ 
ket Place and the Town Hall for 
the day, as a sign of respect. 

David Brooks, curator at 
Bourne Hall Museum in Spring 
Street, Ewell, explained part of 
the significance of the footage 
from the Battle of the Somme - 
the first film to be archived by 
UNESCO world heritage. 

“It is a great eye-opener and it 
was the first time they showed 
dead British soldiers on the 
ground,” he said. 

“A lot of people went in the 
hope of seeing one of their rela¬ 
tives in the film. 

“Others felt it was their duty 
to see it because they were stuck 
at home and their sons and hus¬ 
bands were at the front. 

“Epsom and Ewell residents 
sat and watched the Somme film 
in total silence because it is a 
very powerful film.” 

There will be further viewings 
of the film tonight at 2pm, July 9 
at 10am and July 13 at 8pm. All 
showings are free.

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Reflecting on the horrors of 
war at centenary of Somme

PUTTING into words the 
horror of July 1st 1916 is fu¬ 
tile. 

Not forgetting the other 
1,400 days of the First World 
War, the opening day of the 
Battle of the Somme stands 
alone as hell on earth. 

Consider the numbers - 
by the end of that first day, 
19,240 British soldiers were 
dead - a crude sum makes 
it 13 men killed every 60 sec¬ 
onds. 

By the end of the five- 
month long battle, casualties 
on both sides stood at one 
million, including around 
300,000 dead. 

Somme - the very word is 
dread. 

There is another figure 
that is equally distressing - 
the bodies of 72,000 soldiers 
were never found. 

Their names are inscribed 
on the walls of the Thiepval 
Memorial in the Somme dis¬ 
trict, and it was there that we 
gathered, on July 1st 2016, to 
commemorate the centenary 
of the Battle of the Somme.

I did not lose any rela¬ 
tives in the Great War, but I 
felt a sense of duty to be in 
northern France to pay my 
respects to those who gave 
their todays for our tomor¬ 
rows. 

I will forever be in bewil¬ 
dered awe of the men who 
faced the barrage of German 
machine guns and bombard¬ 
ment -1 am left dumbstruck 
by that courage.

We were joined at Thie¬ 
pval by 10,000 like-minded 
souls, including the Prince 
of Wales and David Camer¬ 
on. 

The service was a sombre 
affair with all the military 
respect you would expect. 

There are moments that 
will stick with me forever 
- I choke up singing “Abide 
with Me” at FA Cup finals, 
imagine what I was like in 


the shadow of the Thiepval 
Memorial. 

There were many read¬ 
ings, but one that stood out 
was that of a letter home 
from a son, Percy, who 
fought alongside his brother, 
Willie, in the South African 
Infantry (SAI). 

It tells parents they are 
well, that Willie is a hero and 
that the SAI is held in high 
regard. 

Once the reading was 
done, we were told: “Neither 
Percy nor Willie would sur¬ 
vive the war.” 

The sounding of the 
Last Post was followed by 
a two-minute silence, and 
while a rain of poppies and 
cornflowers drifted down 
from the peak of the memo¬ 
rial, all you could hear was 
birdsong. 

It is a far cry from 100 
years before, when the deaf¬ 
ening sounds of war was all 
the Somme knew. 

But now it is peaceful, for 
which we owe a debt of grat¬ 
itude. 

Spending a day remember¬ 
ing the fallen barely scratch¬ 
es the surface - to do them 
justice, we must remember 
them always.

MARY ‘Moira’ O’Flaherty, of Ep¬ 
som, celebrated her 100th birth¬ 
day last week with her family, 
friends and a birthday card from 
the Queen. 

Born on the first day of the 
Battle of the Somme, Mrs O’Fla¬ 
herty credits her long life to hard 
work and having fun. She retired 
when she was 70, and worked 
everywhere from an ammunition 
depot in Birmingham during the 
Second World War, to a bakery 
in Chessington, where she spent 
most of her working life. 

When Mrs O’Flaherty’s hus¬ 
band, Patrick, returned from ser¬ 
vice in the Second World War, the 
pair moved into a council house 
in Chessington. It was then Mrs 
O’Flaherty began her job at the 
bakery, where she worked for 
more than 20 years. Mrs O’Fla- 
herty’s granddaughter, Berna¬ 
dette Dunne, spent her Saturdays 
at the bakery, working as a shop 
assistant. 

Ms Dunne said: “She was in¬ 
spiring to me growing up as be¬ 


ing someone who worked so hard 
and made me work so hard.

27-year-old died after taking cocktail of alcohol and pills 

'Superman’ drug led to 
man’s writhing in flat

A MAN found dead in his bath¬ 
tub after throwing his furniture 
around his bedroom and writh¬ 
ing around his living room floor 
like a swimmer entered a “fatal 
lottery” after taking ‘Superman 
pills’ at his flat in Worcester 
Park, a coroner said. 

Bulgarian Rosen Ivanov, 27, 
was found dead in his blood¬ 
stained flat in The Avenue, 
Worcester Park on the morning 
of August 21 last year. 

His flatmate and friend of ten 
years, Dinko Karavalchev had 
frantically sought help from a 
neighbour after the pair had 
spent the night of August 20, 
2015, drinking and taking drugs 
at their flat in Rushmere Court. 

After drinking an unspecified

amount of whisky and vodka 
they took a line of methylenedi- 
oxy-methamphetamine (MDMA) 
and what they believed to be 
ecstasy tablets. The pair had 
bought three tablets emblazoned 
with the Superman ‘S’ logo on 
them earlier that night. 

After taking two thirds of two 
of the tablets, Mr Ivanov, who 
worked as a project manager for 
a printing company in Colliers 
Wood, began to hurl his bedroom 
furniture around the room and 
lay on the floor, Mr Karavalchev 
told the court. 

Mr Ivanov then snorted an¬ 
other two thirds of a third pill, 
stripped to his underwear in the 
living room and writhed like a 
swimmer under the pair’s living 
room table. 

While giving evidence at Wok¬ 
ing Coroner’s Court through 
an interpreter, Mr Karavalchev 
broke down in tears. 

He said: “I asked him, Are you 
going to die?’ I have never seen 
such a strange movement. 

“His eyes popped out and I ran 
to get help.” 

Paramedics from the South 
East Coast Ambulance Service 
(SECAmb) and officers from 
Surrey Police were called to 
Rushmere Court at 6.38am. 

In a statement read to the 
court, SECAmb paramedic Ol¬ 
iver Reed wrote: “Within five 
minutes of arriving at the flat 
it became clear Mr Ivanov was 
deceased. When I tried to lift his 
arm I could tell that rigor mortis 
had set in.” 

Mr Ivanov’s mother, Nadca 
Donewa, travelled from Bulgar¬ 
ia for the inquest. She asked Mr 
Karavalchev why he did not call 
the police sooner. 


He answered: “I thought he 
would get better. The thought of 
calling emergency services nev¬ 
er occurred to my mind.” 

Mr Karavalchev was arrested 
in connection with his friend’s 
death before being released with 
no further action taken. 

Commenting that rigor mor¬ 
tis can take between two and six 
hours to set in, Surrey coroner 
Simon Wickers said: “There is a 
clear discrepancy of timings. 

“What is clear is that the tim¬ 
ings don’t appear to add up. With¬ 
out clear timings neither this 
court, nor his family, will ever 
know whether earlier interven¬ 
tion could have saved Rosen.” 

Pathologist Dr Benjamin Swift 
carried out a post-mortem on Mr 
Ivanov. 

Dr Swift’s post-mortem ver¬ 
dict was that Mr Ivanov died 
of Para-Methoxymethampheta- 
mine (PMMA) and methylenedi- 
oxy-methamphetamine (MDMA) 
co-toxicity 

Mr Karavalchev told the court 
he was aware of Mr Ivanov tak¬ 
ing drugs recreationally only 
three times since coming to the 
UK from the city of Stara Zagora 
in Bulgaria looking for work in 
2014. 

Delivering his verdict, Mr 
Wickers said: “Rosen’s death 
highlights the dangers of taking 
tablets, the contents of which 
are unknown to the taker. 

“You may think you know 
what it is, it might look like what 
you think it is, but the reality 
is you don’t know what is con¬ 
tained in a tablet such as this.” 

A spokeswoman for Surrey 
Police confirmed that the inves¬ 
tigation into Mr Ivanov’s death 
has been closed.

Court hears Putt deliberately banged on his walls and floor 

Neighbour given 'one 
chance’ or faces jail

A NOISY neighbour from hell 
who forced a couple to go on 
weekends away to get a good 
night’s sleep has narrowly 
avoided jail. 

Raymond Putt, 68, deliberate¬ 
ly banged on the walls and floor 
of his Worcester Park home with 
a wooden stick late at night over 
a four-month period, putting his 
neighbours through “significant 
turmoil”. 

Magistrates slapped the pen¬ 
sioner with a suspended prison 
sentence last week after he was 
found guilty of harassment. 

Croydon Magistrates’ Court 
heard that between September 
2 last year and January 11 this 
year Putt repeatedly banged on 
the floors and walls of his home, 
causing his neighbour Sally 
Steggle and her partner to be¬ 
come so stressed they fell ill. 

Putt’s neighbour, an ex-police 
officer, recorded the banging and 
called the police. 

After officers visited Putt in 
November he claimed the noise

was ‘tit for tat’ and said the cou¬ 
ple had also been loud. But he 
was warned by the police and 
ordered to stop. The banging 
stopped for six to seven weeks 
but in January the noise re¬ 
sumed and Putt was arrested. 

Putt, of Burnham Drive, de¬ 
nied a charge of harassment 
without violence but was found 
guilty at Croydon Magistrates’ 


Court on June 10. 

At Friday’s sentencing hear¬ 
ing Putt’s lawyer, Mohamed 
Sourbah, claimed his neigh¬ 
bours had a “hidden agenda”. 

He said: “[Putt] lives alone 
and has lived in his home for 28 
years. The victim was on a mis¬ 
sion and recorded this, the bang¬ 
ing, from the first night. 

“It seems like she had a hid¬ 
den agenda that she recorded 
this noise. She is an ex-police of¬ 
ficer and used her skills to bring 
him, Mr Putt, down.” 

Magistrate Richard Gould 
told Putt: “This is a serious of¬ 
fence and we believe that a cus¬ 
todial sentence is appropriate 
and so we are sending you to 
prison for six weeks and that is 
to make clear that this is a seri¬ 
ous offence. 

“The evidence against you is 
significant and you put the vic¬ 
tim through significant turmoil. 

“However, we will suspend 
the sentence for 12 months. You 
have one chance to abide by the 
sentence, or you will go to pris¬ 
on.” 

He was also handed down 
a community order and a 
12-month rehabilitation order.

A guide to assisting your children onto the property ladder... 


Hundreds of thousands of first time 
buyers are turning to the 'bank of mum 
and dad' this year to help get a foot on 
the property ladder - including older 
children who have long since cut the 
apron strings. 

One of the main reasons parents 
are keen to help is to improve on their 
child's credit rating by acting as a 
guarantor or providing a deposit. This 
will help them get a better mortgage 
rate. These options are different from 
giving a financial gift of money (which 
could have a tax implication.) 

If parents go down the route of 
offering to deposit a lump sum with a 
mortgage lender, as a form of financial 
guarantee, this will have the least tax 
implications because the funds are only 
there to act as security.

Guarantor mortgages: With 
a guarantor mortgage, a parent or 
close family member guarantees 
the mortgage debt.

if the buyer misses their mortgage 
repayments the guarantor will have to 
cover them. 

Family offset mortgages: 

With family offset mortgages, parents 
or grandparents put their savings 
into an account linked to their child's 
mortgage. The money in the savings 
account is then deducted from 
the mortgage, making the child's 
repayments cheaper. 

Family deposit mortgage: With 
family deposit mortgages, a family 
member deposits cash in a special 
savings account and the money is then 
held as security against the mortgage. 

Flexible family mortgages: 

A parent or family member can use 
some of the value in their own property 
as security. Another option is for the 
family member to place savings in 
an offset account which reduces the 
amount of the mortgage on which 
interest is charged.

Oscar-nominated screenwriter, multi-award 
winning playwright and comic pioneer Patrick 
Marber feels like his breakthrough show 
The Day Today would thrive in today's crazy 
news cycle and he would jump at the chance 
to bring it back. 

"I would love to do it," the 51-year-old told us. 
"I'm not sure how many others would be but I'm 
very much up for a reunion." 

The day before we spoke, Marber — who was 
born and brought up in Wimbledon — spent the 
night following the breaking EU referendum 
results. 

He said: "I was watching the telly all night last 
night and thinking 'I wish we were still doing The 
Day Today because we would have had some fun 
with this'. 

"With these figures who are now important in 
the world, it did all feel a bit Day Today." 

He added: "I don't think anything is beyond 


parody. I think there is always room for jokes. I 
think it is comforting also for people to think 'yes 
there are other people out there with the same 
views'." 

The cult BBC Show made not only Marber's 
career (playing Peter O'Hanraha-hanrahan) but 
those of its Chris Morris, Rebecca Front, Doon 
Mackichan, Armando lannucci, David Schneider 
and Steve Coogan, who first gave us his Alan 
Partridge character. 

After working on the Partridge spoof chat 
show Knowing Me Knowing You, Marber became 
a respected dramatist on stage and screen with 
hits including Closer and the screenwriting on 
Notes on a Scandal, which earned him an Oscar 
nomination. 

He told us: "It feels like doing plays and 
films is the same kind of fun and the same 
kind of excitement. It is just slightly different 
and possibly a bit lonelier at times. It doesn't 


feel that different." 

The reason Marber was talking to us was 
because one of his earlier plays, After Miss Julie, 
is heading back to the stage in Richmond from 
July 11 to 16. 

An erotic psychological thriller, it is an 
adaptation of Strindberg's 1888 play, updated to 
1945 on the eve of Labour's landslide victory. 

He said: "It is a play I wrote 21 years ago now 
so just the fact that people still want to do it is 
very cheering. 

"From where I am now, I still feel like the 
same writer. It doesn't feel completely alien 
to me. I haven't been tempted to re-write or 
tinker with it." 

Marber originally wrote the play for the small 
screen, directing it himself on the BBC with a cast 
including Phil Daniels and Kathy Burke. 

It was revived by Michael Grandage in the 
West End in 2003 starring former Tolworth Girls' 


School pupil Kelly Reilly and Helen Baxendale. 

This time around, Call the Midwife star and 
Strictly Come Dancing favourite Helen George 
leads the cast as Anthony Banks directs. 

Marber, who has been involved in the 
production but taken a hands-off role, was 
effusive about the actress. 

He said: "She is very brave and she is witty and 
of course she is gorgeous. And she vulnerable. 

"She has the strength of the character and 
also the vulnerability, which is a very good 
combination. She is wise and she is foolish 
simultaneously. She is very good at playing the 
contrary nature of Miss Julie. 

"She is elegant, she wears the clothes well. Not 
everyone can do that. She is just great - and a 
pleasure to work with as well."

The Jennifer Saunders- 
created sitcom's regular run 
ended more than twenty years 
ago so by all rights it should 
feel dated and stale. Yet the 
magic is still there and this 
comedy about two hedonistic 
media women trying desper¬ 
ately to stay hip seems to fit 
today even better. 

Thanks to a number of 
specials broadcasts over the 
years, we've never totally lost 
with Saunders' PR Eddy and 
her wrecking ball of a booze 
and drug consuming, shagger 


best friend Patsy (Joanna Lum- 
ley). The film picks them up still 
living the Champagne lifestyle. 

But Eddy's clients have 
dried up. She tries to enlist 
Kate Moss and winds up 
shoving the supermodel in 
the Thames, sending her and 
Patsy on the run in the south 
of France. 

The magic of Ab Fab, as it 
always was, is encapsulated 
in the two leads. Saunders as 
the frantic, self-obsessed Eddy 
remains a joy while Lumley's 
Patsy is a total tour de force. 

She wrings laughter from 
most scenes she is in and has 
some killer lines. Judged by its 
jokes, the script is sharp. 


We're also glad to see the 
rest of the regular gang back, 
from Julia Sawalha's Saffy to 
June Whitfield's mother and 
Jane Horrocks' delightfully 
oddball Bubble. 

Supposedly part of the fun 
of this movie is spotting the 60- 
odd celebrity cameos - from 
Nick Grimshaw to Jerry Hall 
to Joan Collins to Suki Water- 
house etc - but it is also one of 
its biggest flaws. 

So much effort has gone to 
cram them in that the first half 
of the movie becomes bloated. 
And most of the appearances 
are either clunky or badly act¬ 
ed or both. 

Some, however, are good 


value: among them John 
Hamm running in to old flame 
Patsy and a visual gag with 
Dame Edna. 

Kate Moss's appearance is 
an enjoyable plot driver and 
Kathy Burke's ruthless maga¬ 
zine editor is a huge amount of 
fun, though more of a fleeting 
character than cameo. 

Despite some dreadful 
moments, which include and 
utterly uninspired car chase, 
the fun Ab Fab movie sticks 
to doing what the sitcom did 
best and does so without fall¬ 
ing back on nostalgia. I'm sure 
Eddy and Patsy would raise a 
Stolly-Bolly toast to that.

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Jamie Lawson talks to JIM PALMER about the chance meeting 
with Ed Sheeran which kick-started his music career... 

BIGBREAK 


A chance meeting with Ed Sheeran in 
Balham supercharged the career of 
Jamie Lawson, bringing him a number 
one, an Ivor Novello Award and even a 
cameo on Neighbours. 

After 20 years trying to make it in 
the industry and too many pub gigs to 
count, it's fair to say he wasn't expecting 
that (sorry). 

Talking about the struggle to get 
heard, the 40-year-old from Plymouth 
said: "I had done a lot of different 
gigs - pubs and clubs and shows 
where nobody listened and they 
only wanted Oasis songs. 

"I have done those songs for a long 
time but always trying to get here and 
get my songs on the radio and things. It 
was no lack of trying on my part but I'm 
glad it happened, that's for sure." 

Jamie's big break actually came 
years ago, not that he knew it at the 
time, when by chance he shared the 
bill with an unknown singer called Ed 
Sheeran at The Bedford in Balham. 

He said: "We were just on the same 
show. The Bedford is kind of known as 
a place you should be playing when you 
are unsigned. 

"We were both doing those sort 
of shows and eventually played one 


together. It was strange really because 
we only met once, just before Christmas. 
It must have been 2010. 

"Then four months later his album 
was number one and he really took off 
and we lost touch pretty quick. It was 
good of him to remember me. 

"He did a secret show in Dublin in a 
place that I had done a show before so 
he remembered me and asked for me to 
open up for him." 

Sheeran then invited Lawson to join 
him on tour. From there he has toured 
with One Direction and his profile has 
gone through the roof and worldwide, 
including appearances on Ellen 
DeGeneres in the US and Neighbours 
in Australia. 

He said: "These little things happen 
and you think 'what's going on, how did 
I end up here?'" 

Lawson's record Wasn't Expecting 
That hit number one and won him an 
Ivor Novello award. 

He said: "It's a real honour to have 
been nominated and to have won it is 
almost a lifetime achievement in a way. 

"Somehow I have to put that little 
statue behind the telly and try and write 
some new songs without having that 
hanging over me. It's an amazing thing 


to have hanging over you anyway." 

What's unusual about the win is 
that the award is kind of late - 
Jamie first released it in 2011 but 
is delighted it finally got exposure. 

He said: "I always felt that it was 
a good song and had confidence in it. I 
thought that from the reaction it had in 
Ireland when it first came out (it went 
to number three in 2011) that it was a 
universal song so I was very glad when 
it started doing well in Australia and I 
started getting shows in the US because 
of it and things like that." 

Now Lawson - who is currently 
working on new material - has a big 
summer of festivals ahead before a 
headline tour of the UK, which comes to 
Brixton Academy on October 19. 

He said: "It's a big one for me. A 
few years back I lived in Brixton. I used 
to live almost across the road from the 
Academy — I lived behind the police 
station — so I got to see quite a few 
shows there. It's an amazing, iconic 
venue. It's certainly one of those on the 
list to play."

TRIPLETS born in Kingston 
Hospital and who grew up 
in Worcester Park have reu¬ 
nited more than 9,000 miles 
away in Australia to cele¬ 
brate their 80th birthdays. 

Joyce, Peter and Barry 
Aburrow met at Barry’s 
home in Mount Eliza, Aus¬ 
tralia, last month to celebrate 
the milestone. 

The eldest triplet, now 
Joyce Carlin, was followed 
hours later by Peter and then 
Barry in Kingston Hospital 
in May 1936, which Barry de¬ 
scribed as ‘fair sensation’ due 
to the rarity of giving birth 
to healthy triplets in pre-war 
Britain. 

Mr Aburrow said: “People 
would peek into our pram as 
our mother wheeled it down 
the street and say, ‘Oh look, 
there’s three in there’. Tri¬ 
plets didn’t seem to survive 
long in those days as there 
were so many illnesses. As 
soon as mum saw us, she said, 
‘I don’t want any more’.” 

The triplets grew up in 


Worcester Park during the 
war but eventually all went 
their separate ways. Barry 
moved to Australia in 1965 
with his South African-born 
wife Jane following him later.

Association’s (BLDSA) 60th 
Anniversary Champion of 
Champions in Dover. 

Swimmers take on three 
races of five miles, three 
miles and one mile, and 
Helps came home in five 
hours six seconds to finish 
12th out of 75.

HE may have won all five of 
the Tour of Epsom running 
races earlier this month, but 
only 16 weeks before Kevin 
Quinn was lying in a hos¬ 
pital bed undergoing heart 
surgery. 

This time last year, the 
35-year-old from Carshalton 
was recovering from stress 
fractures sustained while fin¬ 
ishing 27th in the 2015 Lon¬ 
don Marathon. 

At the time Quinn had no 
idea there was a more serious 
threat to his health beating a 
path to the surface. 

It made his marathon ex¬ 
ploits all the more extraordi¬ 
nary and his Tour of Epsom 
victory amazing - for Quinn 
was found to have four holes 
in his heart, and death was a 
ticking time bomb away. 

“I spent 20 weeks recover¬ 
ing from the stress fractures, 
and then returned for a Sur¬ 
rey Road Relay race,” he said. 

“I felt a sensation in my 
chest, my heart was racing, 
and my running mates Kojo 
Kyereme and Scott Overall 
urged me to go to the Cardiac 
Risk in the Young (CRY). 

“I had an ECG and an echo- 
graph, and I was chatting to 
the doctor while he did the

tests, and then he stopped 
talking. 

“A few more doctors came 
in and after a while they said 
‘We have found a big hole in 
your heart’.” 

Although the South Lon¬ 
don Harrier lost his father 
to a heart attack aged 52, he 
had no reason to fear a sim¬ 
ilar fate. 

However, since his diagno¬ 
sis of an atrial septal defect 
he knows only too well the 
danger he was in. 

“I thought they were jok¬ 
ing, then I thought ‘Oh my 
God, are you for real?’,” he 
said. 

“I panicked, I thought 
about my dad, I thought 
about my wife and children. 

“It was a great find by CRY. 
If it was not for them, God 
forbid what might have hap¬ 
pened.” 

The largest of the four 
holes was 1.78cm, and it took 
surgeons five hours to com¬ 
plete the operation though 
Quinn was only in hospital 
for 36 hours. 

Amazingly, after a three- 
month recuperation, Quinn 
was back to light jogging and 
working his way back to full 
fitness - with a little added 
bonus. 

“I have to take an aspirin 
every day for the rest of my 
life, but that is a small price 
to pay,” he said.
